Nobody was really sure 


’ where Carlo came from or 


hows he landed in Wilming- 
ton.: He said he had been 
raised in an Italian orphan- 
age, but had been living in 
France. At times he claimed 
that: the Pope was his father, 
but ‘he also said his father 
was» Frank Sinatra. Along 
that. line, he changed his 
name to Mr. My Way, and 
that: was the name on his 
driver’s license. 

He first came to Wilming- 
ton in the early 1970s and 
bought a building on South 
Main Street from Wilming- 
ton Ford. The price was 
$125,000. He had a Renault 
franchise, and would open a 
dealership. Then Ben Ris- 
tuccia of Wilmington Ford 
told.him it would be another 
$5,000 for a license to sell

cars. Carlo paid him, only to 
learn later he could have 
had that license for $200 at 
the Town Hall. 

Carlo was an excellent 
mechanic. A Datsun B-210 
that he tuned got 37 m.p.g. 
As a businessman, though, 
he soon ran into trouble. 
Within a couple of years, he 
lost the dealership and the 
building. 

Possessed of a happy-go- 
lucky spirit, he opened a 
garage nearby. When mo- 
peds came on the market, he 
was one of the first dealers. 

But all was not well with 
Carlo.

On return, he seemed to 
have a new source of cash. 

He took up golf, and in 
1977, was boasting that he 
had developed a trick golf 
shot.

He ran an ad in the Town 
Crier under the name Eur- 
ope Wilmington, claiming to 
own five businesses: car, oil, 
Amway, a trampoline busi- 
ness and to be an inventor. 
He invited the public to a 
cookout at his house, to be 


followed by a demonstration 


of his trick golf shot. 

He would often come to the 
Town Crier office, possibly to 
place an ad or seeking pub- 
licity. His clothes were quite 
outlandish. One time, he was 
wearing crushed velour 
orange pants with a large 
rip in the posterior. Another 
time, he had leather short- 
shorts and a tank top read- 
ing something like, “I don’t 
care if you don’t want me, 
I’m the best you’ll ever get.” 

At one point, he attempted 


to place a help-wanted ad 
for a live-in secretary. He 
was not happy when the ad 
was rejected. 

He also decided that golf 
courses needed water bar- 
rels, and persuaded the 
Fresh Pond golf course to 
take some. He modified his 
Renault sedan to carry bar- 
rels. There were two in the 
back seat space, and three 
more on a roof rack. The 
rack extended over the hood 
and was supported by posts 
on the hood. 

The roof rack posts made 
it difficult to check the oil, 
so he cut a large hole in the 
hood. To keep the rain off 
the engine, he covered the 
hole with a wheel cover 
somehow secured with a 
bungee cord and a golf ball. 

He became quite concerned 
with UFOs. The three blue 
plastic barrels on the roof

Hurricane 
prep aredness

We here at Eastern Mass 
Weather often refer to the 
tropics, within the context 
of winter forecasting, as the 
el Nino Southern Oscil- 
lation, or ENSO region. The 
tropical Pacific is one of, if 
not the most influential fac- 
tors with regard to shaping 
both hemispheric and glob- 
al weather patterns. 

The reason that the trop- 
ics are so influential is that 
the majority of the sun's 
energy is focused near the 
equator. The atmosphere 
acts as the primary driver 
within the elaborate, and 
oft delayed feedback mech- 
anism between land, sea 


and air that begins with 
the sun, and ultimately 


manifests itself in the sen- 
sory form of "weather" as 
we know it. 

The planet earth has de- 
vised a multi-pronged 
means by which to balance 
the immense solar heat that 
is focused near the equator, 
and redistribute it poleward, 
and skyward. Akin to a gar- 
den hose, there must be an 
equal and opposite reaction 
to every perturbation within 
the atmosphere as it strives 
for this balance. It is with 
this in mind that I more for- 
mally introduce the concept 
of forcing. 

Forcing essentially refers 
to concentrated areas of 
showers and thunderstorms, 
otherwise referred to as 
"convection" in meteorologi- 
cal circles, within the trop- 
ics. This convection, most 
frequently observed in 
warm, moist climates, re- 
leases latent heat that then 
rises up into the atmosphere, 
forming ridges of higher 
atmospheric air pressure. 


The equatorial waters of the 
Pacific ocean that comprise 
the ESNO regions breed a 
great deal of convection, 
which then accordingly re- 
sults in atmospheric ridging, 
and subsequently forces 
downstream, balancing al- 
terations to the atmospheric 
regime. 

Additionally, some of the 
excess heat is removed via 
the upwelling of cooler wa- 
ter throughout the ENSO 
regions (la nina) referred 
to as "rosby waves," and 
also through rainfall from 
the showers and thunder- 
storms associated with the 
actual convection. Obvious- 
ly, in a general fashion the 
more anomalous the posi- 
tive sea surface tempera- 
ture anomalies (el nino), 
the more convection that 
can then exert a stronger 
forcing mechanism on the 
adjacent regions of the 
atmosphere, that then re- 
verberates throughout. the 
globe. 

These balancing shifts 
serve a crucial purpose in 
relation to the global heat 
budget; however, they often 
do not feature the most 
appealing sensible result 
for us, as they are respon- 
sible for most of our storms 
here in the mid latitudes. 
However it is not the mid 
latitude storminess that 
has the most disastrous 
consequences for society. 


Hurricanes:

There remains in excess 
of heat over the tropical 
regions of the globe, even 
after accounting for the 
oceanic circulations associ- 
ated with ENSO, above all 
else, and the numerous 
convective processes that

If there are changes to 
the voter’s address, the 
appropriate block should 
be marked and the card 
must be signed by the 
voter and returned for this 
office to update the voter’s 
address and status.

evacuate heat both sky- 
ward and poleward, as well 
as the balancing down- 
stream reactions that re- 
sult in the aforementioned 
mid latitude storm systems. 

The question of how the 
balance of excess heat is 
redistributed throughout 
the globe remains. Just as 
storm systems are respon- 
sible for balancing the heat 
budget here in the mid lati- 
tudes, as they drive colder 
air southward to the east, 
and warmer air northward 
to the west, the tropics have 
their own means by which 
to advect additional heat 
and moisture poleward. 
The answer again pertains 
to tropical convection. 

Convection develops as the 
water vapor over the warm 
ocean (80 degrees plus) 
rises skyward, cools and 
condenses, which creates 
clouds and precipitation. 
This precipitation then falls 
back to the ocean surface as 
thunderstorms and heavy 
rainfall, and the cycle keeps 
repeating, as the cloud tops 
grow taller, colder, and the 
hurricane grows stronger 
with each cycle. The system 
continues until strong 
atmospheric winds tear the 
loud tops apart, it traverses 
land, or water that is below 
80 degrees F. 

While these systems rep- 
resent an absolutely essen- 
tial part of the earth's 
elaborate heat budgetary 
system, they are also 
nature's most destructive 
force and pose a signifi- 
cant threat to both lives 
and property. And al- 
though there are a great 
deal of "false alarms,” so 
to speak, they pose a much 
larger threat to New Eng- 
land then the present gen-

| Thée-park came about quite 
by ‘accident. In 1966, a worker 
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was excavating the site for a 


~ state building and-uncovered«:: 


a slab of sandstone with 
three-toed prints on it. Rea- 
lizing instantly the discovery, 
the state conducted further 
investigation and found a 
giant trackway on the site — 
an area where dinosaurs 
criss-crossed the earth and 
where footprints of numerous 
species have been preserved. 

Voleanic activity through 
fissures in the earth’s crust 
created layers of lava which 
preserved the tracks over 
time. The state erected a 
dome over the trackway and 
developed the museum recog- 
nizing that. this was one of 
the largest on-site dinosaur 
track discoveries in the 
world. A larger trackway, dis- 
covered a few hundred feet 
away, was re-buried to pre- 
serve it for the future. 

According to the museum, 
“the tracks are classified as 
Eubrontes,” a carnivorous 
dinosaur, with tracks 10 to 16 
inches in length. While any 
bones that may have been 
left by these dinosaurs have 
not been found, the state fos- 
sil is Eubrontes. 

The museum has a movie 
theatre with several show-

ings each day of short movies 
about the:site, dinosaurs and 
the geology of the era. The 
trackway is impressive to 
see, and smaller exhibits 
which ring the area are in- 
formative and have a kid- 
friendly feel. 

Outdoors, the park has an 
arboretum with wildflowers, 
cultivars and conifers. Plant 
families which first appear- 
ed in the age of the dino- 
saurs are also featured, ac- 
cording to the museum’s 
booklet. On our visit, we en- 
joyed the two miles of wood- 
land and boardwalk trails, 
finding letterboxes and geo- 
caches as we went. 

It was a little buggy on the 
humid and hot day, but a fall 
trail walk would be delight- 
ful in this central Connecti- 
cut setting. The museum has 
additional special programs 
such as make-your-own di- 
nosaur footprint casting and 
mining for gems. Camp and 
school groups visit often but 
the space is large enough to 
accommodate.

braries’ activities in the 
state and watches influen- 
tial bookstores for author 
visits. 

“TI try to catch an author 
who is appearing locally, 
and I like to find a thread- 
whether it is tied to the 
book club or a recent 
event,” he said. 

For example, when a cock 
fighting ring was discoy- 
ered on Chandler Street in 
2016, Hayes brought in 
Roger Lauze, a recognized 
expert on _ cockfighting 
with MSPCA Nevins Farm, 
and Christine Allenberg, a 
Law Enforcement Officer 
with the MSPCA, to dis- 
cuss cockfighting and what 
is being done to end the 
illegal bloodsport. 

In addition to guest speak- 
ers, Hayes organizes a job 
seekers network, technolo- 
gy classes, a news group, 
concerts, a living history 
series, book discussion 
groups, artist receptions, 
crafternoons, and more, a 
minimum of one or two 
adult programs per day. 

“The library is ‘a busy 
place and I like the pace,” 
he said. 

Reaching all audiences is 
a goal of library program- 
ming. 

“Our children and teen 
departments have wonder- 
ful programs,” he said, 
“and my programs tend to 
skew toward the 55 and 
older crowd,” though he 
does note that the audience 
demographic depends on 
the subject matter. 

“Time of day and day of 
the week also impact who 
is able to attend our pro- 
grams,” he acknowledges. 
“Younger audiences like 
the paranormal programs 
and more men seem to like 
the sports or gangster 
themes, for example.”

“IT can’t control the 
weather but we are trying 
outdoor concerts and using 
other spaces, such as the 
Fairgrieve wing when we 
had to move indoors last 
week,” he said, offering 
that the programs have 
been well attended and 
patrons are excited to sam- 
ple different types of 
events. 

While discussing the 80 
events Hayes has planned 
for July and August with 
the Town Crier, a gentle- 
man knocked on his office 
window. Stepping away 
momentarily, Hayes re- 
turned to report that the 
man, who was part of the 
Tewksbury Job Seekers 
Network for the last 3-4 
months, had just secured a 
position at a software com- 
pany in Peabody and want- 
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ed to thank him. 

“I couldn’t have made that 
up,” Hayes said. “Our tag 
line at the TPL is Trans- 
forming People’s Lives, and 
we are so committed to that 
and believe in it,” he added: 

The library can be a 
transformative place for 
people and Hayes knows 
that the TPL’s adult pro- 
gramming is a strong dif- 
ferentiator. He looks for- 
ward to additional initia- 
tives planned for the fall. 

“We are partnering with 
the Wilmington/Tewks- 
bury Chamber of Com- 
merce to have a Welcome 
to Tewksbury reception for 
new residents,” he said, as 
an example.

train on train collisions. The 
first: MBTA PTC installation 
began the weekend of July 8 
on the Newburyport/Rock- 
port Commuter Rail Line. 
The Rail Safety Improve- 
ment Act (RSIA) of 2008 de- 
fines PTC as a safety system 
designed to prevent train-to- 
train collisions, over-speed de- 
railments, incursions into esta- 
blished work zone limits, and 
movement of trains through 


track switches that may have 
been left in the incorrect posi- 
tion. All PTC systems are gen- 
erally comprised of the same 
components, including an on- 
board apparatus for the loco- 
motive controlling each appli- 
cable train, wayside devices 
(such as Wayside Interface 
Units), a centralized dispatch 
system in a back office, and a 
communication system that 
links all components.

Leads relievers in appearances 


Oberg’ become a big fixture in Rockies’ bullpen

-FLUSHING, NEW YORK - 
‘On. Friday night, Scott 
: Oberg. made his team-lead- 
> ing 41st appearance for the 
*-Colorado Rockies. Things 
- didn't go so well as he gave 
- up two earned runs in an 
- inning of work in a blowout 
loss to the New York Mets. 

Two days later on Sunday 
afternoon, Oberg got the 
calk out of the 'pen for the 
42nd time and like he's done 
his. entire life, he perse- 
vered,. this time tossing a 
scoreless inning including 
getting outs against two of 
the hitters who caused him 
trouble on Friday. 

Oberg is in his third sea- 
son with the Rockies and 
this year things are much 
different. His role has 
expanded as he has been a 
mainstay middle-to-late 
inning. reliever all season. 
Secondly, the team - besides 
a slip. of going 5-15 before 
three. wins on Sunday, 
Monday and Tuesday - is 
winning, something that 
hasn't happened to the fran- 
chise in quite some time. In 
fact -if the season ended 
today, the Rockies would be 
in the post-season for the 
first time since 2009 and 
have not had a winning 
record since 2010. Currently 
the. Rockies are 55-41 and 
the Tewksbury kid, who just 
several weeks ago, threw 
two fastballs in triple digits 
including one at 101 miles 
per’ hour, has been an 
important factor in the turn- 
around. 

“I’m a Scott Oberg fan,” 
‘ said first-year manager Bud 
- Black to this reporter in the 
visiting team's clubhouse 
after Sunday's 13-4 win over 
the Mets at Citi Field. “I’m 
encouraged by his progress 
and I think he is going to be 
a very successful relief 
pitcher moving forward. I 
like* his constitution. I like 
his make-up, I like his atti- 
tude, his intent and I like his 
stuff. I’m encouraged with 
what I see from Scott. He 
has a powerful arm. You are 
seeing 95 to 97 miles per 
hour [on his fastball] a hard 
slider at 90 and his change- 
up is a good weapon. It’s 
just. about pitching. I think 
- he’ has the wherewithall to 
‘know how to pitch and it’s 
now just a matter of putting 
all- ofthat together.” 

_ In his three years in the 
: majors, Oberg has struggled 
- ‘with ‘consistency and Black 
- ‘= who has done a near mas- 
- ‘terful job this season on the 
“bench - said that's totally 
- understandable at this junc- 
- ture.” - 

’ “J think it’s maturation,” 
said - Black. “J think 
[Oberg] just needs to get his 
feet on the ground and get 
' his feet wet more. I think he 
just-needs to understand his 
stuff'a little bit more and 
realize how to work his way 
through an inning, through 
an at-bat and whatever that 
situation may be. He is get- 
ting exposed to a lot of dif- 
ferent things and it’s just 
getting that experience at 
this level. He has the talent 
‘that’s for sure.” 

‘In 2015 Oberg appeared in 
64 games for the Rockies 
finishing with an 3-4 record 
and’ a ‘5.09 ERA. Last year, 
his season was cut short due 
to blood clots in his pitching 
arm. He finished the season 
with a 1-1 record and a 5.19 
ERA in 24 games. Both of 
those seasons were under 
former manager Walt Weiss, 
who resigned right after last 
year's season. When Black 
was named_as the new skip- 
per, he said that watched 
some video of Oberg and 
noticed some things, as did 
“pitching coach Steve Foster. 
They elected to change his 
mechanics a little bit, while

condensing the amount of 
pitches in his arsenal. 

“[The pitching coaches] 
changed some things 
mechanics’ wise,” said 
Black. “Not that we took 
away his curveball because 
it’s still there, but we talked 
about going fastball, slider, 
change-up and let’s solidify 
those because you’re only 
facing three or four hitters 
[usually in an outing] or 
you’re getting out of an 
inning facing one guy so we 
don’t need your stuff to be 
spread out. I think [the 
changes] gave him a better 
vision on how to pitch and 
how to get outs. 

”J just saw some inconsis- 
tencies with his stuff. I have 
seen that before other pitch- 
ers. Simplify is too strong of 
a word but if you condense 
their best stuff, and I think 
his best stuff is his fastball 
and slider and let’s go with 
that. You’re not facing guys 
multiple times in a course of 
a game. You may over the 
course of a series, but in the 
long haul so if you are 
throwing 97 and a hard slid- 
er, you don’t [really] need a 
curveball.” 

Starting in spring training, 
Oberg worked on _ the 
changes in his delivery. He 
worked on getting the ball 
out of his glove sooner, 
breaking his hands during 
delivery so he could locate 
his pitches more effectively. 
That seemed to work as he 
had a terrific spring which 
led him to his first Opening 
Day Roster. He's been with 
the team every day this sea- 
son, whereas each of the 
past two seasons he had 
been optioned back and 
forth to Triple-A. 

“] think tinkering with that 
in the off-season and then 
spring training definitely 
helped [me],” said Oberg 
before Sunday's game. 
“Now it’s just a matter of 
repeating it everytime and 


that gives me a_ better 
chance of throwing the ball 
more to where I want to. 
When I’m able to do that, 
it’s just easier to get ahead 
of guys and to execute the 
game plan. It helps me put 
myself into a better position 
to get more outs. 

’ “(The changes in the deliv- 
ery is about not being as] 
rotational and it’s more up 
and down. My timing has 
been good with my hands 
coming out of my glove on 
time and it just gives me a 
better chance of throwing 
strikes. I think it’s just a 
maturation where every- 
thing is smoother. I’m not as 
jumpy in my delivery as I 
used to be and so it’s just a 
matter of ironing out some 
smaller things.” 

Oberg started the season 
off very strong as he was 
unscored upon in seven of 
his first eight outings. Over 
the course of the first four 
months, he's had six tough 
outings where he gave up a 
combined 14 earned runs in 
5 innings and take those five 
appearances away and he's 
sitting with an 0-1 record 
and a 2.30 ERA. After 
appearing in Sunday and 
Monday's wins, Oberg has a 
0-1 record and a 5.54 ERA. 
In 37.1 innings, he has given 
up 45 hits, 23 earned runs, 
three home runs, while 
walking 16 (just one in the 
entire month of June) and 
has struck out 36. 

His strikeout of Matt 
Reynolds in the bottom of 
the seventh on Sunday gave 
him career strikeout No. 
100. 

“J knew that if I threw a 
good slider to Reynolds, I 
could probably get him to 
swing and miss,” said Oberg 
after Sunday's game. “But 
the other two guys 
[Granderson and Cabrera] 
are pretty good about being 
patient and not chasing 
pitches out of the zone so we

just wanted them to swing 
the bat and put the ball in 
play and take my chances.” 

“Oberg is the man,” said 
Rockies' catcher Ryan 
Hanigan. “He has a big arm 
and is a power guy. He has 
good off-speed stuff and he’s 
a good pitcher.” 

Hanigan caught Oberg in 
both games against the 
Mets, Friday when he strug- 
gled giving up a hit and 
three walks and on Sunday 
when he when retired the 
side in order. 

“J thought he threw the 
ball well on Friday, but he 
just didn’t get any swing 
and misses on some tough 
pitches,” said Hanigan. “He 
had a lot of strike-to-ball 
pitches and those guys had 
good eyes and weren’t 
swinging at them. He obvi- 
ously wasn’t happy that he 
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gave up that walk but I 
thought he threw the ball 
well on both days. He just 
had more luck today. He has 
been throwing the ball.” 
Friday's appearance was 
frustrating as Oberg got 
ahead of a number of bat- 


ters, including Curtis 
Granderson at 0-2 and ended 
up walking him. 


“It was just a couple of 
command pitches that I did- 
n’t get to certain spots that I 
needed them to,” said 
Oberg. “I threw a 1-2 slider 
to [Jose] Reyes that I left up 
[in the zone and he reached 
on a base hit]. There’s been 
times when I have left [a 
slider] up and guys have put 
good swings [on those pitch- 
es]. I just have to do a bet- 
ter job of that. Then I lost 
Granderson [after starting 
out 0-2] and then [Asdrubal] 
Cabrera and _ [Michael] 
Conforto put good swings in 
and then I finally got out of 
it with a groundball [out].” 

The Rockies lost that 
game and were defeated 
again on Saturday, before 
Oberg, Mike Dunn and 
Chris Russop tossed three 
scoreless innings on the tail 
end of a strong six-inning 
performance by starter Jeff 
Hoffman. Hoffman is one of 
a handful of younger pitch- 
ers on the staff who have 
been so instrumental in the 
Rockies 54-41 record. 

“We have some young guys 
in the rotation,” said Oberg. 
“We have all of the confi- 
dence in those guys. Those 
guys have been able to go 
five, six and’ seven’ innings 


‘ deep the majority of the 


games and that has put us 
in a good position to save 
innings from the bullpen, 
allows us to have more qual- 
ity work out of the bullpen 
and at the same time our 
hitters don’t have to feel like 
they have to chase a five, six 
or seven run [deficit] on a 
nightly basis which some- 
times was the case [in the 
previous two years]. It’s not 
like things in the past where 
the starter was chased in 
the third inning and down 4- 
0 and 5-0 and it was an 
uphill battle trying to come 
back, how are we going to 
piece this together with the 
bullpen and the hitters are 
trying to do too much to get 
back into the game.” 

The additions of rookie 
starters Hoffman, Kyle 
Freeland, Antonio Senzatela 
and German Marquez have 
been terrific for the 
Rockies, while the 'pen, 
including the addition of 
veteran closer Greg Holland 
with other veterans Dunn, 
McGee, Chris Rusin, Adam 
Ottavino and then Oberg 
have all been vital in the 
success.

“In the past guys knew 
that we had a good team 
and we could win, and now 
the belief is we are going to 
win and we expect to win,” 
said Oberg. “The core of 
the team is really good and 
everyone is on the same 
page of what we want to do 
and where we want to go. 

Those guys have been 
great. To get a guy like Greg 
Holland to come in and be 
basically automatic in the 
ninth inning is huge. Now 
we don’t have to worry 
about that one inning - if 
the starter can go six or 
seven innings, we can 
bridge the gap and get to 
him and he’s just been awe- 
some.” 

In the past, Oberg has said 
that former Rockies' pitcher 
Matt Belisle as well as 
Ottavino have been great 
mentors. 

“I try to pick up some 
things off every single guy, 
but there’s really nothing in 
particular [that I have 
taken with mel,” said 
Oberg. “Holland has his 
approach and he just knows 
how to throw the ninth 
inning. He’s really good at 
throwing the ninth inning: 
He has his approach, he exe- 
cutes it and it works for 
him. He tries to keep it. as 
simple as possible and 
that’s something that I take 
from him.” 

This year it seems like the 
biggest mentor is Black, 
who has such an incredible 
knowledge of pitching. 

“Buddy has a real good 
feel of knowing when to pull 
‘starting pitchers, when to go 
to the bullpen and using 
guys in certain roles,” said 
Oberg. “Having him down 
in the bullpen as a pitcher 
during his career brings a 
unique perspective [as the 
team’s manager]. He knows 
when guys need a blow, or 
when he can keep going to 
the hot hand and use some- 
one in a certain situation.” 

Black has used Oberg in 
many different situations - 
as a set-up man with the 
lead, as a bridge to other 
set-up men in the sixth and 
seventh innings, or to come 
in for a certain match-up. 

“I feel like I have been a 
lot more competitive in the 
strike zone and being able to 
execute a game plan [much 
better than before]. The 
confidence is _ definitely 
there. ’m a lot more com- 
fortable on the mound. It’s 
just basically going out 
there and executing every- 
thing that I have learned 
and apply it to that particu- 
lar night.”

FLUSHING, NEW YORK - 
Ryan Hanigan has been a 
Major League Baseball play- 
er for eleven years now. The 
Andover resident thought he 
had a real good grasp know- 
ing all of the other players in 
the league who come from 
the Northeast Region of the 
country.

Hanigan was playing for 
the Alburquerque Isotopes, 
the Triple-A Affiliate of the 
Colorado Rockies after 
being released by the 
Philadelphia Phillies in 
spring training.

Among the 
pitchers he caught that day 
was a right-hander named 
Scott Oberg, who struck out 
the only hitter he faced. 

Oberg obviously grew up in 
Tewksbury, right next door 
to Andover, where Hanigan 
excelled as a baseball player 
batting .397 his senior year 
under then head coach Ken 
Maglio. 

“I didn’t know he was from 
Tewksbury and we talked 
and I was like ‘no way’ so 


that’s awesome,” said 
Hanigan after catching 
Oberg again during 


Sunday's win over the Mets 
at Citi Field. “He is a buddy 
of mine, I think he has a 
bright future and he’s throw- 
ing well.” 

Hanigan is 36 years old, 
while Oberg is 27 so you can 
understand why the veteran 
wasn't aware of his friendly 
neighbor. 

“I brought it up to him and 
he was kind of dumbfound- 
ed,” said Oberg with a big 
laugh. “He didn’t know 
[that I come from 
Tewksbury] and he’s a little 
bit older than me and he was 
like ‘you got to be kidding 
me, you are from

Hanigan graduated from 
AHS in 1997 and was team- 
mates with Golf Pro Rob 
Oppenheim. He was an 
Eastern Mass All-Star and 
Lawrence Eagle Tribune All- 
Star during his senior sea- 
son. From there he attended 
Rollins College, a Division 2 
program, where he played 
third base and ee field and 


batted .358 during his career. 
He went undrafted and then 
decided to play in the Cape 
Cod League. It was then 
after having a strong game 
in 2002, he was mowing the 
lawn of actress Jessica Biel, 
and was signed to a Major 
League Contract with the 
Cincinnati Reds by scout 
John Brickley, a resident of 
Melrose, according to 
‘Redreporter.com’. 

Hanigan then became a 
catcher and has had a terrif- 
ic career, playing seven sea- 
sons with the Reds, one with 
the Tampa Bay Rays, two 
with the Red Sox and now 
one with the Rockies. During 


his seven seniors in 
Cincinnati, he caught a no- 
hitter by Homer Bailey, and 
led the National League in 
caught stealing percentage 
twice in 2012 and '13. He 
came over to the Red Sox for 
Will Middlebrooks and bat- 
ted .247 with 2 home runs 
and 16 RBIs in 2015 and then 
in an injury-plaqued season, 
he finished .171 with 1 home 
run and 14 RBI last year. He 
was not brought back by the 
Red Sox, and was signed to a 
minor league contract by the 
Phillies, who let him go, 
before landing with the 
Rockies. Currently he is bat- 
ting .222 with 2 home runs 


and 9 RBI in 19 games, all 
the while playing terrific 
defense and managing a 
very young staff, which 
includes Oberg. 

Certainly that first time 
together back on May 4th 
was pretty special having a 
battery consisting of a pitch- 
er from Tewksbury and a 
catcher from Andover.

Alatalo honored again by Bentley 


WALTHAM -- Three members of the Bentley University men’s and women’s outdoor track 
and field teams have been selected for Academic All-Northeast-10 Conference honors. They 
are a pair of CoSIDA Academic All-Americas, Erik Alatalo (Wilmington/Wilmington HS) 


and Paul Bolick (Hopkinton/ Hopkinton HS), 
(Smithfield, R.1./Smithfield HS). 

It was the fifth Academic All-Northeast-10. citation for Alatalo, including his second 
straight outdoors. Bolick had previously earned the honor twice indoors, and Mattson was a 
member of the 2017 women’s indoor team. 

Alatalo, who majored in accountancy and liberal studies, and Bolick (corporate finance 
and accounting) both graduated Summa Cum Laude with grade point averages exceeding

Alatalo closed out his collegiate career by earning Division II All-East honors from the 
U.S. Track and Field & Cross Country Coaches Association in the 10,000 meters.
